Group II is a method 
of increasing content of a phosphate in a living organism by inhibiting phosphatase in 
some fashion. Group IV is a method of treating with a compound which is not described 
in any standard fashion beyond function. There is no common technical feature found 
in the above Groups. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
